soon  come  to  Bombay.  The  next  week  Taylor  came  and  there 
Bowen  is  referring  constantly  to  his  work.  He  wrote  to  his  sister 
Dec.  23,  1871 : 

The  Lord  is  working  gloriously  in  the  midst  of  us,  blessing  the  p reach i 
Mr.  Taylor,  and  we  have  seen  things  the  like  of  which  men  never  saw  here  bi 
Among  my  own  friends,  some  have  been  promptly  converted,  and  others 
may  or  may  not  have  been  Christians  have  souught  a  new  life.  Mr.  T. 
preaches  the  very  Gospel  I  delight  in,  fulness  of  peace  and  fulness  of  cons 
tion,  making  war  upon  all  sin  with  the  banner  of  good.  What  we  have  be 
probably  but  the  very  beginning.  His  aim  is  to  raise  up  by  the  end  of  the  y 
witnessing,  working  church.  Mr.  Taylor  has  had  two  or  more  meetings 
thg  evening  fleeting  lasting  sometimes  four  hours. 

And  the  Guardian  reports  the  meetings  when  Taylor  spoke  both  it 
vernacular  through  an  interpreter  and  in  English. 

The  revival  was  criticized  by  some  including  the  Bombay  Ga 
and  in  the  Guardian,  of  Jan.  20,  1872  Bowen  prints  a  nearly  full¬ 
leading  editorial  in  defense,  and  follows  this  up  in  the  next  issue. 
March  2,  Bowen  reports  and  defends  the  proposal  for  the  establish 
of  a  Methodist  Cljurch  in  Bombay.  Heretofore  there  had  been  i 
but  now  partly  because  of  the  attitude  of  some  of  the  other  chui 
and  partly  in  response  to  the  desire  of  a  number  of  the  converts  o 
revival  that  Mr.  Taylor  should  officiate  as  their  pastor,  Taylor  gatl 
the  various  Fellowship  Bands  that  had  been  formed  into  a  church  orj 
zation.  The  work  went  on  more  quietly  during  the  succeeding  mo 
with  meetings  in  private  houses  rather  than  large  halls,  and  ar 
Christians  predominantly.  The  movement  met  with  increasing  op 
tion  and  hostility  against  which  Bowen  protests  in  an  editorial  eni 
“Our  Revival”  ( Guardian ,  July  20,  1872)  and  which  evidently 
deepened  his  sympathy  and  interest,  and  in  November  he  dfinitely  re 
himself  to  the  Methodist  Church  and  conitnued  in  this  relatioi 
until  his  death  sixteen  years  later.  He  writes  of  his  new  connects 
his  sisters  on  Nov.  27,  1872: 

My  last  letter  will  have  told  you  something  of  the  blessed  work  tha 
been  going  on  here  in  connection  with  Mr.  Taylor  s  preaching.  The  wo 
going  steadily,  not  with  great  demonstration  but  steadily  and  surely.  Soul 
saved  every  day,  and  the  converts  are  being  built  up  in  love  and  faith,  and.  lea 
to  work  for  Christ.  The  course  pursued  by  the  churches  here,  has  had  the 
of  putting  Mr.  Taylor  upon  a  new  track,  the  formation  of  a  Methodist  C 
which  will  keep  him  in  Bombay  some  time.  Meanwhile  he  labors  as  an  evan 
four  days  in  the  week.  Some  eight  or  ten  fellowship;  bands  have  been  forme 
one  of  which  I  have  charge.  There  are  nearly  30  in  my  band.  .  .  .  —

Hot  long  after  at  a 
friend»s  hciaffe  be  saw  Doddridge**  «!&#e  and  Progress  of  Religion  in 
the  Soul,”  and  that  finished  the  work  which  paley  Mb  oegim.

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years  without  ever  leaving  the  country  or  taxing  a  vacation-  He  came  to  be 
known  as  one  of  the  holiest  raen  in  IndiA,  revered  by  the  Indians  and 
respected  by  every  one  from  the  highest  British  official  to  the  lowest 
outeaste. 


For  25  years  or  zaore  he  edited  the  Bombay  Guardian  which  I  think 
was  one  of  the  ablest  religious  papers  ever  published*  In  it  there  appeared 
his  devotional  articles,  which  were  later  published  as  separate  books,  end 
which  were  the  leading  devotional  books  throughout  the  world  at  that  time# 
Queen  Victoria  was  so  devoted  to  him  that  she  ordered  the  Prince  of  Wales 
when  he  visited  India  to  call  on  Bowen  and  thank  him  for  Ms  books. 


I  became  interested  in  Bowen  just  as  I  left  college  and  gathered 
all  the  material  that  I  could  with  regard  to  him  from  the  friends  who  had 
knoVsxrHso#*  I  offered  this  to  Bishop  Robinson  of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
India  who' 'announced  that  he  was  preparing  a  biography  of  Bowen.  lie  never 
did  this,  however/  and  later  he  gave  me  all  his  material,  and  after  many 
years  I  have  completed  the  memoir  and  have  it  ready  now  for  publication.  I 
think  that  the  life  is  one  of  the  most  extraordinary  and  instructive  and 
inspiring  lives  that  I  have  ever  known,  and  I  v.ant  to  get  the  book  into  the 
hands  of  mis  ionaries  and  ministers  throughout  the  world. 


It  is  so  long  since  Bowen  died  and  the  book  itself  is  so  full  that 
I  fear  it  may  not  be  possible  to  get  a  publisher  who  would  take  it  as  a 
financial  venture.

X  am  writing  to  sk  for  your  help  in  connection  with  a  book  which 
X  want  very  much  to  make  available  to  our  own  and  other  mission  ries  and  also 
to  many  ministers  at  home.  It  is  the  life  of  George  Bowen  of  Bombay  who  was 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  missionaries  and  one  of  the  most  consecrated 
personalities  of  tee  last  century. 

He  us  a  son  of  a  merchant  in  Hew  York  City.  He  never  went  to 
college  but  had  extraordixiary  advantages  at  hoiae  and  grew  up  with  a  knowledge 
of  French,  German,  Italian  and  Spanish,  and  with  a  wide  culture.  He  was  a 
complete  unbeliever,  holding  extreme  atheistic  viev^  devoting  his  life  to  art 
and  music,  to  the  writing  of  tragedies  and  novels  and  to  a  life  of  easy-going 
selfishness.  He  became,  however,  engaged  to  a  devoted  Christian  girl  who 
died  before  they  could  be  married,  leaving  him  her  Bible,  with  the  request 
that  he  would  read  it.  He  did  so,  but  it  had  little  effect  on  his  views. 

One  Saturday  afternoon  he  went  to  the  public  library  for  a  book  and  was  given 
what  he  supposed  was  the  volume  he  desired.  On  examining  it  when  he  got 
home  he  discovered,  to  his  regret,  that  it  was  a  copy  of  Paiey* s  "Christian 
Evidences.  *  It  was  too  far  to  return  to  the  library,  so  he  kept  the  book, 
and  the  following  Sunday  examined  it  out  of  curiosity.  The  argument 
appealed  to  him.  Shortly  after  at  a  friend's  house  he  came  upon  another 

book  which  completed  his  conversion. 

He  resolved  at  once  to  be  a  foreign  missionary  and  vent  to  union 

Theological  Seminary  where  his  spiritual  influence  transformed  the 
institution.  Before  his  time  only  three  students  had  gone  to  the  foreign 
field.  During  his  years  in  the  Seminary  more  than  a  score  offered  themselves.

Would  you 
be  willing  to  be  one  of  4  or  5  friends  to  furnish  as  much  as  might  be  accessary 
to  secure  the  publication  of  the  book  either  through  the  publisher  or  privately 
on  our  own  account?  In  either  case  as  many  copies  as  you  would  wish  would  be 

supplied,  or  copies  could  be  sent  to  any  list  of  names  that  vou  might  suggest. 

I  remember  the  many  times  when  you  have  helped  minis  ters  in  :ur  oiv a 
Church  through  the  distribution  of  good  books,  and  I  don*!  believe  that  there  is 
any  book  that  would  bring  them  more  stimulus  and  inspiration  than  this  life 
of  George  Bowen,  whom  Dish  p  William  Taylor  once  called  "Tiie  Lamb  of  India. "

His  wife  is  exquisitely  lovely,  fulfilling  most  satisfyingly  one's  ideal  of  what 
a  Japanese  lady  should  be*  We  were  entertained  at  their  home  for  tea,  as  only 
Japanese  people  can  entertain.  It  was  my  first  glimpse  of  a  Japanese  home,  and  I 
completely  enjoyed  its  daintiness  of  sliding  paper  wall  and  polished  floor,  and 
its  miniature  garden,  with  tiny  stone  bridges  and  dwarf  trees.  The  two  round-eyed 
babies  were  as  cute  as  babies  are  wherever  one  sees  them,  and  a  dear  old  grand¬ 
mother  made  the  picture  complete*  They  served  us  ceremonial  tea  in  beautiful  old 
cups ,  brushed  to  a  golden  foam  with  a  little  straw  whisk.  Our  baby.  Carry,  who 
was  then  in  the  midst  of  the  thrills  of  learning  to  walk,  insisted1  upon  practicing 
enthusiastically!  and  w@  were  relieved  indeed  to  get  her  safely  out  of  that 
fragile  little  house  without  any  breakages®.  But  the  best  part  of  the  trip  was 
our  arrival  in  Yenchingl  That  arrival  began  with  our  first  glimpse  of  China,  dim 
outlines  of  mountains  across  an  expanse  of  rolling  gray  water.  It  became  more 
realizable  as  our  boat  drew  up  to  the  dock  and  w©  saw  the  familiar  blue -clad 
coolies  so  eagerly  waiting  to  help  unload  our  baggage.  Something  took  hold  of  my 
heart,  when  I  saw  that  eager  hungry  look  in  their  ©yes.  They  all  needed  those 
little  jobs  so  badly,  and  there  were  so  few  jobs!  And  yet  they  were  all  so  good- 
natured  about  it,  so  full  of  humor,  that  truly  saving  sens©1*  The  more  I  see  of 
Chinese  peasants  and  the  terrific  odds  which  th©y  meet  with  such  real  valor,  the 
more  does  my  admiration  for  them  grow. 

The  University  itself  is  the  same,  yet  different-  the  same  in  its  fine 
spirit  and  forward-looking  program,  in  its  eager  students,  and  altogether  delight¬ 
ful  group  of  faculty, -different  in  its  outward  aspect  of  much  improved  campus, 
with  several  new  buildings  and  a  welcome  growth  of  tree  and  flower*  A  whole  new 
dormitory  has  been  completed  and  the  menss  and  the  women® s  gymnasiums  are  rapidly 
nearing  that  state,  while  the  island  on  the  lake  has  burst  forth  with  a  charming" 
little  ©ight-sid©d  pavilion  with  glass  walls,  a  welcome  place  for  committee  meet¬ 
ings  and  less  formal  social  gatherings* 

We  immediately  dived  in,  head  first,  as  it  were,  and  are  still  swimming 
as  fast  as  w©  can  in  order  to  progress  adequately  in  this  stream  of  altogether 
engrossing  and  fascinating  work  that  surrounds  us.  Mr.  Ritter® s  classes  are  as 
interesting  as  ©ver  and  the  students  drop  in  even  more  often  than  before.  The 
life  of  the  University  is  full  of  calls  that  ar©  overflowing  with  possibilities 
of  service  and  interest.

Your  note  of  May  first  with  reference  to  the  four  volumes  con. to  nlng 
Bo^ea^S  diaries  and  Bible  notes  which  you  kindly  U  me  has  been  received, 
fhesc  are*  of  course,  the  property  of  the  Methodist  Historical  Library  from 
which  they  came,  and  I  will  see  tn&t  they  are  returned  to  you  in  due  time. 


The  file  of  *The  Bombay  Guardian*  Bishop  Robinson  gave  to  me,  and 
if  I  vomwibex  light  he  approved  of  my  transferring  it  to  the  Miss; on«  ry  Research 
Library,  j  deposited  it  with  the  Library  for  some  years,  accordingly",  but 
have  reclaimed  it  for  the  present  for  use  in  connection  with  the  biography.  I 
regret  to  say  that  the  file  is  very  much  mutilated.  j  judge  that  the’  'editors 
of  the  ^Guardian*  who  succeeded  Bowen  frequently  cut  articles  out  of  the  old 
files  for  publication  in  later  issues*.  The  file  which  Bishop  Robinson  gave  me 
ran  from  .1868  to  1836.  I  have  a  separate  file  of  my  own  which  runs  from  1879 
ilirou^  188 8*  It  is' in  perfect  condition,  having  been  assembled  rm 
beauiifaily  bound  mazy  years  ago  by  the  friend  who  gave  it  to  me,  Mr,  Henry  V.*. 
Kaii  cin,  who  had  been  a  gr  ,  t  admirer  of  Bo  m  and  had  carried  on  correspondence 
with  him,  I  n.  ve  copies  of  this  and  am  making  use  of  it  in  the  biography. 

The  biography  is  almost  completed  now,  I  fevr,  ho  ver,  it  is  so 
long  that  any  publisher  would  require  its  curtailment,  I  Mope  to  v  )rk  on  it 
tills  summer  and  to  have  it  ready  to  offer  to  some  publisher  in  the  fall. 

I  shall  then  send  back  to  you  the  diaries  and  notes  and  shall  return 
to  the  Missionary  Research  Library  Bishop  Robinson1  s  filrp  to  which  I  think  I

My  dear  Mr.  Moffatt* 

I  have  completed  now  the  memoir  of  George  Bowen  and  I  am  grateful 
for  the  help  which  I  have  received  from  you,  especially  through 
your  kindness  in  forwarding  the  four  volumes  containing  some  of 
Bowen1  s  Bible  notes  and  journals.  Some  of  these  are  repetitions 
of  material  that  I  already  had  but  there  were  some  things  entirely 
new  although  Bishop  Robinson  had  told  me  of  them  and  expressed  his 
conviction  that  they  ought  never  to  be  made  public  and  my  own 
judgment  is  in  full  accord  with  his. 

In  your  letter  of  May  1  expressing  your  desire  that  the  diaries 
and  the  Bible  notes  should  be  returned  to  you  in  Bombay,  you  wrote 
“These  things  of  Bowen  are  of  little  interest  to  people  who  are 
not  Methodists  and  I  think  ought  to  be  in  a  Methodist  Historical 
Library.  There  are  so  many  of  the  things  in  it  which  refer 
particularly  to  our  own  history. I  think,  however,  that  this 
characterization  of  these  four  volumes  is  erroneous .  They  do  not 
refer  at  all  to  the  period  of  George  Bowen1  s  connection  with  the 
Methodist  Church.  The  first  volume  of  Bible  records  refers  almost 
entirely  to  his  years  in  Onion  Theological  Seminary.  The  other 
three  volumes  of  his  journals  are  not  the  originals  but  have  been 
copied  by  some  other  hand  and  not  always  accurately  and  they  close, 

I  think,  with  the  year  1869.  It  was  not  until  1871  that  Bowen 
connected  himself  with  Bishop  William  Taylor  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Prior  to  that  time  he  was  either  a  Presbyterian 
or  a  Congregationalist.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Mercer  Street 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Hew  York  and  went  from  that  church  to  Union 
Seminary,  then  a  Presbyterian  seminary  of  the  Hew  School  branch  of 
the  6hurch.  The  Hew  School  branch  carried  on  its  foreign  missionary 
work  through  the  American  Board  and  it  was  by  the  American  Board 
that  Bowen  was  sent  to  India  and  until  1871  he  was  either  connected 
with  the  American  Board  Mission  or  acted  independently  although  in 
close  sympathy  and  personal  relationship  with  the  Congregationalist 
missionaries.  There  is  nothing  in  these  volmes,  accordingly,  that 
associates  them  in  any  way  distinctively  with  the  Methodist  Church. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  do  you  still  think  that  the  most  appropriate 
repository  is  the  Methodist  Historical  Library  in  Bombay,  or  would 
it  not  be  even  more  appropriate  that  they  should  be  either  in  the 
Onion  Seminary  Library  or  in  the  library  of  the  American  Board,  or

better  yet,  in  the  Foreign  Missions  Research  Library  which  is  the  common 
depository  of  all  our  mission  boards. 


The  volumes  are  the  property,  of  course,  of  your  library  and  I  shall  be 
glad  to  return  them  to  you  if  you  are  still  of  the  mind  expressed  in  your 
letter  of  May  1.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  journals  are  not  of  the 
character  that  you  supposed,  I  am  venturing  to  raise  the  question  again  as 
to  whether  you  would  not  be  willing  to  have  them  deposited  with  the 
Missions  Research  Library* 

As  to  the  file  from  the  Bombay  Guardian  from  1866  to  1886,  this  Bishop 
Robinson  gave  me  and  I  am  turning  them  over  to  the  Missions  Research 
Library.  The  Bishop  did  not  have  any  Bombay  Guardians  subsequent  to  1886, 
but  r^ve  one  which  was  given  to  me  by  Mr.  Hemy  W.  Rankin  which  carries 
the  Guardian  on  several  years  beyond  Bowen’s  death  in  1888.  These  I  will 
turn  over  also  to  the  Missions  Research  Library.

There  was  no  one  living  who  knew  Bowen  and 
his  writings  as  well  as  Mr.  Rankin  and  you  will  be  sorry  to  hear  that  he 
passed  away  this  last  week  at  Borthfield  where  he  was  making  his  home.
